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HAGU E. 
ro HE main Articles of the Treaty of 
Peace, between his Imperial and Ca- 
tholick Majefty and his moft Chri- 
flian Majetty, which relate to the Ne- 
therlands and to Italy, are thefe fol- 
lowing at large. . 
Article X1X. His moft Chriftian Majefty having 
iven up and caufed to be given up to the States- 
Gran of the United Provinces, in favour of 
the Houfe of Auftria, all that his faid weg or 
his Allies had remaining in their Poffeflion of the 
Low.Cesrtries commonly called the Spanifh 
Netherlands, fo as the late King of Spain 
Charles II poffeffed or ought to have poffeffed 
them, conformably to the Treaty of Ryfwick, his 
moft Chriftian Majefty confents, that the Empe- 
rour fhall enter into Poffeffion of the faid Spanifh 
Netherlands, to enjoy them himfelf, his Heirs and 
Succeffors, hencefourward and for ever, fully and 
eaceably, according to the Order of Succeffion 
eftablifhed in the Houfe of Auftria: Saving the 
Agreements which the Emperour fhall make with 
the {aid States-General of the United Provinces 
touching their Barrier and the giving uP of the 
undermentioned Towns and Places, "Tis likewile 
ftipulated, that the King of Pruffia thall keep all 
that he aétually poffeffes of the upper Quarter of 


Gelderland, namely the Town of Gelder, the 
_ Prefeéture, Bailliage, and under Bailliage of Gel- 


der, with all that belongs to and thereon, 
he Towns, Bailliages, and 

Lordhhips of Schralen, Wachtendonk, Midelaar, 
Walbeck, Aerrfen, Afferden, and Weel, as alfo 
Racy and Klein Kevellaar with all their Appurte- 
nances and Dependences: Befides, there fhall be 
iven uptothe King of Pruffia, the Ammanie of 
rickenbeck with all that belongs to ord 8 
thereon, and alfo the County of Keffel with all 
its Appurtenances and Dependences, and generally 
all he the faid Ammanie and the faid Diltriét con- 
tain, without excepting any thing, unlefs it be 
Erkalens with its Appurtenances ant 
the whole to belong to the faid King, atd to the 
Princes or Princeffes his Heirs or Succeffors, with 
all the Rights, Prerogatives, Revenues, and Ad- 


“vantages, by what Name foever called, in the 


fame Quality and in the fame Manner as the Houfe 
of Auftria, and particularly the late King of Spain, 
poftefied them ; yet with the incumbent Charges 


‘gad Mortgages, the Prefervatiun’ of the Roman. 


Catholick Religion, and the Privileges ot the 
States. 

Art. XX. And as befidesthe Provinces, Towns, 
Places, and Fortreffvr, which were poff fled by the 


‘late King of Spain Char'es II onthe Day of his 


Deceafe, the moft Chriftian King has made over 
as well for his molt Chriftian Ma jefty himfeif,as for 


‘the Princes his Heirs and Succeflors born or to be 


born, to'therSsates General, in favour of the Houle 
of Aulttiajatt the Right which he had or might 
have tothe Town of Menin,wirh all its Fortificati- 
ons and with its Verge.to thy Town and Citadel of 
Tournay with all the Tournefis, without referving 
to himfelf any Part of his Right to them,or to any 
of their Depenglences. Appurtenarces, Appenda- 

es, Territories, ard Territories mixcd with of 
inclofed in other. Territories. his Majchy confeuts, 
that the States-General of the United.Provinces 
thal! reftore the faid Towns, Places, Territories, 
Dependences, Appurtenances, Appendages, and 
Territories m‘xed with or inclofed other Terri- 


tories, to the Emperour, as they thal] have 


agreed thereon with his Imperial Majefty, tu be 
enjoyed by him his Heirs and Succeffors, fully, 
pony and for ever, as well as the Spanifh 
etherlands which belonged to the late King 
Charles IL at the Day of his Deceafe. "Tis 
vided however, that the faid giving up of the 
nifh Netherlands, Towns, Places, and Fortr 
yielded by the moft Chriftian King, fhall not be 
done by the faid States-General wil after the Ex. 
change of the Ratification of the Treaties of Peace 
between his Imperial M jefty, the Empire, and 
his moft Chriftian Majefty ; ‘tis alfo provided, that 
Saint Amand with its Dependences, and Mortagne 
without Dependences, fhall remain to his fai 
moft Chriftian Majefty, on Condition nevertheleis, 
that it fhali not be permitted to make at Mortagne 
any Fortification or Sluce of what Nature foever 
they may be. 
rt. XX1, In like Manner the King confirms, in 
favour of the Emperour and of the Houle of Auf 
tria, the Ceffion, which his Majeity has already 
made in favour of the faid Houle, to the States- 
General of the United Provinces, as well for him- 
felf as for the Princes his Heirs and Succeflors bora 
and to be born, of all his Rights to Furnes and 
Furmambacht, therein including the Eight Parifhes, 
and the Fort of Knoque, to’the Towns of Lov 
and Dixmude with their Dependences, to the 
Town of Ypres with its Caftelianic, Rouffelace 
therein included, and with the otner Dependences, 
which henceforward fhall be Popperinghe, Varne- 
ton, Commines, Warwick, thefe 3 lait Places be- 
caufe they are firuate on the Side of the Lys to. 
wards Ypres, and what depends on the Places here- 
above {pecified ; of which Rights thus transferred 
to the Emperour, his Heirs and Succeffors, his mo 
Chriftian Majefty referves none to the {aid Towns, 
ces, Forts, and Countries, nor to any of their 
Appurtenances, Dependences, Appendages, or ‘Icr- 
ritories mixed with or inclofed in other TP pictecsien; 
confenting, that the States-General may give them 
up to the Houfe of Auftria, to be naawed by that 
oufe irrevocably and for ever, affoon as they fhail 
have agreed with that Houfe on their Barrice, and 
the Ratifications of the Treaties of Peace between 
the Emperour, the Empire, and his molt Chriftian 
Majefty fhall be exchanged. 
rt. XXX. His Imperial Majefty, and bis moft 
Chrittian Majetty, hall not for any Caufe hence- 
forward interrupt the Peace which is eftablifhed hy 
the prefent Treaty, refume Arms, ard begin, un- 
der any Pretext whatever, any Act of Hoftility the 
one againgt the other; but on the contrary fhall 
endeavour fircerely and bond fide and as real 
Friends, to corroborate more and more this mutual 
Friendfhip and good Underltanding fo necc ary 
for the Good of Chriftendom, Aad whereas the 
moft Cheittian King, fincese!y reconciled with his 


‘Imperial Majefty, will not hencefurward create 


any Trouble or Prejudice to him, his moit Cheifti- 
an Majeity promifes and engages to let his Impe- 
rial Majefty enjoy quietly and peaceably all the 
Territories and Piices which he actually poffcfles,’ 
and which were fogmerly pofledrd by the Kings 
of the Houfe of Aufiria in Italy, namely the King- 
dom of Naples, as bis Imperial Majety aftually 
M-fles it, the Dutchy of Milan as his Imperial 
ajefty a@tually poffeffes it, the Ifland and King- 
dom of Sardinia, as alfo the Ports and Places on 
the Coats of Tufcany which his Imperial Majett 
attually pofieffes, and which were Firmerly pe 
feifed by the Kinds of Spain of che Houfe of Auf- 
tria, together with all the Rights belonging — 
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faid States of Italy which his faid Imperial Majefty 
ffes, as the Kings of Spain exerciled them trom 
I to the laff deceated King; his faid moft 
Chrittian Majefty giving bis Royal Word never to 
trouble or diftarb the Emperour and the House of 
Auftria in that Poffeffion, dire&tly or indirely, 
under any Pretext or by any Way whatever, nor 


to oppofe the Poffeffion which his Imperial Maje- 


fty and the Houfe of Auftria have, or may here- 
shes have, either by Negociation, Treaty, or other 
lawful and catausbhe Way, in fuch Manner how- 
ever as that the Neutrality of Italy may not be 
troubled thereby; ‘Tbe Emperour promifing and 
engaging his Word, not to trouble the faid Neu- 
tealicy and the Quiet of Italy, and confequeatly not 
.to proceed by Way of Arms for any Caufe or on 
any Oceafion whatfoever 5 but on the contrary to 
_abide and obferve punttually the Engage- 
_ ments which his Imperial i is under by rhe 
Treaty of Neutrality concluded at Urrecht the 
sath of March 1713, which Treaty fhail be deemed 
asrecited here, and fhall be exattly oblerved by 
his Imperial Majefty, provided that on the other 
Part the Obfervation be reciprocal, and that he be 
not attacked, his Imperial Majefty en aging for 
the fame purpofe to let every Prince in italy enjoy 
peaceably Ris own Dominions of which he is attu- 
ally poffeffed, yet this without prejudicing the 
Right of any Perfon whatever.
